s gf you in England. On Tueſday laſt the Marqueſſe of 
TA Caracene by a Commiſſion from the Court of Spaine, 
DN went to the King of Scots, and did give him a full afſu- 
2 rance of all poſſible Aſſiſtance both of Men, and Mo- 
=> { neys, towards the obtaining his Crowne, and Right a- 
_ gaine, the Marqueſſe delivered to the King of Scots a 
Packquet. And another to the Duke of Yorke from the Court of Spaine, 
And in the Dukes there was a Letter which offered him to be Lord igh 
Admirall of all the Spaniſh Fleets in Europe, and both the Indies, and to have 
the diſpoſition of ten thouſand Land Souldiers, of whom he ſhall be con- 
ſtituted Commander in chiefe, whereſoeyer he ſhall Land in any of the 
Spaniſh Dominions. And from the Court of France, the Lord Fermyn and 
Crofts are come to this place, and have from the (ardinall made ſuch Pro- 
poſitions to the King, as will undoubtedly bring a bloudy V Varre into 

England, unleſle the Parliament do in love to themſelves and Country pre- 

vent it, by a peaccable reſtoration of the King to his owne Right. This 

Court, and all theſe Parts are full of joy at this News. And the King of Scots 

is not only Courted by the Court of Spaine, but very highly by the Embaſ- 

ſadors of France and Holland alſo; T his News you may report for true.
